Smith,    V<hii..;  tn^-  Livtr^ool  ap^le  e.ari:et  shov/s  a  decline  the  G0;>'- iii'.^-£,en 
mar:tet,  accordir^^  to  "r.  Smith,  is  stronger. 

Virginia  Sta-mian  '.Vinesaps  topped  the  market  in  Liverpool  this  v/eek,  the 
U.  3.  ::o.  1  grade  2f-  inch  selling  at  from  .^0.15  to  v0»27  per  barrel,  v;hich  is 
approximatelv  eauivalent   to  v5»o5  to  ^5.96  per  barrel  f.o.b,  V.'inches ter. 
Last  v;cek  this  size  and  grade  broi:ight  from  ^8.52  to  ^;,e.&i  per  barrel.  The 
Stayman  einesaps  v;ere  only  in  light  supply  and  the  demand  for  the  fruit  v/as 
good  notv/ithstand ing  the  fact  that  much  of  the  offer izigs  of  this  variety  vre re 
in  an  overripe  condition.

1  2-^  inch 
because  of  the  slack  condition  of  much  of  th^  fruit.     There  v.-as  a  g  ood  demand, 
ho'vevor,  for  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  liaino  Baldvins  both  of  -/hich  v/ere  in  light 
supply.
